N my laſt Year's Anglicus I treated ſomewhat of the 
1 Dignities and Debilities of the Planets, and there ſhev - 

ed, that thoſe which we have received for ſuch, from 
Ptolemy and his Followers, are abſurd, and contrary to the 
Nature of Things. I there, alſo, gave ſome Reaſons why 
the Sun, Moon, and Mercury, are not to be admitted in- 
to the Order of Plancts, of the fame Claſs with Saturn, 
Jupiter, Mars and Venus, fo cannot have Dignities al- 
ſotted them, in the fame Way as the others have. Iam 
now toſhew, what the true Eſſential Dignities and Debi- 
ities of thoſe four Principal Planets are, and how their 
Influences are remitted to, or with-held from this Terra- 
queous Globe, and its Parts. 

After the Eſſential Dignities of the Planets by Houſs 
and Exaltation, the next in order, according to the An- 
cients, is that by Triplicity, which ought in Reaſon to have 
preceded all their other Dignities, as being that with 
which they are moſtly affected. 

The fiery Triplicity Y Q T, is by Ptolemy put under 
the Government of 2 Sun, Y. and F; but becauſe he 
thought & was contrary to the Sun in Virtue, he is ex- 
cluded from his Share of Government therein, and the Sun 
I exclude for Reaſons given in my laſt 3 therefore & alone 
will be left Gubernator of this Trigon, which will agree 
well enough with the Syſtem J propoſe. 

Mars has aflign'd him the ſole Government of the wa- 
tery Triplicity, s M MK, in which I alſo agree. 

Saturn and Mercury have given them the Government 
af the Airy Triplicity m II &, and Venus and the Moon 
the Earthly Trigon Vp N M. But the Moon and & I ex- 
clude, the) becauſe ſhe is but a ſecondary Planet, ſo not 
qualified to hold an Office of the ſame Dignity with the 
primary Ones, and & as not capable of Government, be- 
caute of his anomalous and mutable Diſpoſition ; and, in- 
deed, both the ) and © are but Agents, or celeſtial Meſ- 
ngers to the other Planets, to modify, and convey their 
Intluencesto each other. 

Why Saturn ſhould have aſſigned him the Govern- 
Bent of the Airy Trigon, ſeeing that Trigon is more 
agreeable

their proper Governments. And that theſe Four Planer, 
H, „ F and L, ought to have the Poſſeſſions I have 
now aſſig ed them, will farther appear, when I come 
to treat of the Diviſion and Parts of the celeſtial Scheme, 
The Solar Syſtem, 


In the Center of this Syſtem 1s the Sun; the neare 
Orbit to the Sun is that of Mercury, then Venus,

Mars, then that of Jupiter, and the outermoſt 4 
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is the Orbit of Saturn. The Planets are all projected in 
cheir proper Orbits, at the Four moſt remarkable Points, 
with regard to our Earth, viz. VS = W. 


Of the Intentions and Remiſfions of the Planets Influences, 
by their Poſition in Winter or Summer Signs, and by 
their Apagaon and Perigæon Diſtances. 


1. IN the preceding Solar Syſtem you may obſerve, that 

when the Earth is in , as at g, the Sun will be 
ſeen in V. the oppoſite Sign; and when the Earth is by its 
annual Motion arrived at :, the Beginning of yp, the Sun 
will appear to be in the Beginning of ; and fo ſucceſ- 
ſively in all the other Signs, according to the Earth's Mo- 
tion from g to :, then to , ſo to 4, thence round to g 
again; and whatever Sign the Earth is in, the Sun will 
always appear in the oppoſite Sign. 

2. You may farther obſerve, That the ſeveral Planets, 
by their Revolutions in their reſpective Orbits, do ap- 
proach vaſtly nearer to our Earth, at one Time, than ar 
another; and that the Superior Planets Y and F, 
are always neareſt the "Aa when in Oppoſition to the 
Sun, and fartheſt off when in Conjunction. So when the 
Sun is in ve, or the Earth in &, as at 4, if any of the ſupe- 
rior Planets be in S allo, as ſuppoſe & in c, V in b, h in 
2, then are thoſe Planets at their leaſt Diſtance from the 
Earth, or in the Perigæons of their reſpective Orbits. But 
if when the Earth is at 4, & ſhould bein x, M iny, or h 
in z, then are thoſe Planets at their greateſt Diſtance from 
the Earth, or in the Apogæon Points of their Orbits. 

3. But for the inferior Planets, Venus and Mercury, they 
are always neareſt our Earth when in their retrograde 
Conjunctions with the Sun, and fartheſt off when in their 
direct Conjundtions; as ſuppoſe the Earth ar d, when & 
is in e and © in /, then are 2 and & in their Perigzons, 
or at their neareſt Diſtance from the Earth: But if when the 
Earthis at 4, © ſhould be in 3, and © in , then arethoſe 
Planers in their Apogzons, or at their farrhett Diſtance 
from the Earth. 

4. And Note this for an indubitable Maxim, That ac- 
cording to the Diſtance, or Nearneſs of any P'anct to our 
Earth, ſo are their natural Influences augmented = 15

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5. In the preceding Solar Syſtem the Orbits of the Planets 
are made perfect Circles, but in fact they are all of them 
Elliptical, having the Sun in one of the Foci of their Or. 
bits; whereby it happens, that they do not always keep 
the ſame Diſtance from the Sun, but are fartheſt of when 
in their Aphelions, and neareſt when in their Perihelions, 

6. When it happens that a Planet is in its Perihelion 
= is, a ſuperior Planet) at the ſame time that it is in its 

erigæon, then is ſuch a Planet as near the Earth as it 
poſſibly can approach: But if it be an Inferior Planet, it 
is required to be in its Aphelion at the ſame time that it 
is in its Perigzon, to make its neareſt poſſible Approach 
to the Earth. 

7. The Places of the primary Planets Aphelions (to 
which their Perihelions are always oppoſite) continue 
nearly in the ſame Degree of the Zodiack for a whole

8. Hence h being in I, Y. in V, and F in M, in Op- 
poſition to the Sun, are then at the neareſt Diſtance from 
the Earth they can poſſibly be: And when Q 1s in z, 
or © in 7, at the Time of their Retrograde Conjunttions 
with the Sun, then are they at their neareſt poſſible Ap- 
proaches to the Earth. 

9. Theſe things being well conſidered, we have a more 
certain Criterion whereby to judge of the more or Jef 

werful Effects of any Planet's Influence, than hath 

itherto been ſufficiently obſerved : For as all the Celeſtial 
Bodies diffuſe their Emanations equally round them, 1n2 
Spherical Arca; therefore the Spiſſitude of Quality muſt 
decreaſe as the Diſtance from the Body increaſes; but the

10. The Intention and Remiſſion of celeſtial Influence 
is alſo much affected by the Poſition of the Planets in 
Winter or Summer Signs, even ſo much as to render the 
Force of their Operations, in this Latitude, near 150 
Times more powerful at ſome certain Poſitions, than at 
others ; which is deſigned to be demonſtrated in my next 
Year's Anglicus.
